showed that 29 1*1 cent of the children in schools arc "deprived’’ as they 
conic from families of less thin five boohs. If such a surrey a conuucted 
in India, probably, more than 90 per cent children would be deprived in 
lliis sense. It we consider Hr* non-availability of graded reading 1 latenai 
designed tor specific age groups and levels, t’icii almost all children ui 
India would have to be termed “deprived". It is high tune that our 
academic system takes a serious view ot this situation. 

The Social, Koanotnic. Linguistic and Psychological settings lor 
understanding the varying reading problems of tlic liigl. icliicvcrw and die 
low acliicvcre, the socially average, different, deficient ami the antago¬ 
nistic has to be kept in view m designing instructional material. In all 
countries Lhe standarc language create* a problem for the non-standard 
dialect speakers and could pose a series of complex problems. Similarly, 
reading readinto* in term* of control of oral language, vocabular. enrich¬ 
ment and Dinliimg storehouse of meaning in earlier stages of preparation 
is an essential pre-condition for efficient reading at later stages. If Lhe 
right to read is to be conceded to all, (hen nrr cannot treat the problem 
of rcauuig so lightly, in India with its two thousand mother tongue*, with 
fifteen major languages with their standard and dialects, with multifarious 
layers uf socio-ccooonic stratifications, with linguistic pluralism and eon- 
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sequent intensive ix and mulh-lingualism. the problem of reading w bound 
to tx a continuing challenge neeom£ ms tan t attention. 

The Central Institute ot Indian Languages has Initiated u number ol 
jsfOgraurunes in tne area of leading. Beet dec. undertaxing a iurve, of i»ai 
iahlc materials in the »ma ol reading, i: luu embarked upon the produc¬ 
tion of reading materials designed for two lercli : one senes lor the 
school* and one icnes for the colleges. We also plan to bring oui it least 
one Reading Manual in eaten of the uujot Indian languages. We hope that 
academic institutions in tiic country will la>.e the cue and produce rnaxe- 
nal designed foi thru specific needs
